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The “eza Simo works, the lareest furniture factory in Rumania, is located at 
Sirada Fabricilor ilo. 35, Tareu ures. It covers en area of approxinately 

ten acres and eploys about 80 office personnel and 1,000 workers on a sinele 
eicht-hour shift. vorkers are on "piece-rates." The factory is a State 
enterprise, manufacturine mainly standard ite.s for raneral use. It belones to 
the iinistry of Timber Industries end wae established in 1949. The required 
machinery was nationalized and requiaitioned in all the other factoried and 
workshops at Tareu iures, site of the new factory, and special buildizes 

were erected to houge it. As aresult, most of the machinery is old. The 
wost important pieces came from the former Szekely and Rety factory.

as Furniture for local use is mado of plywood only. Reinforeed panels are 
either exported directly to Russia or used for the manufacture of furniture 
for export. Versers and plywood come from the followine three factories: 


Deta (fomerly Prohasca) at Timisoara, 
Turesti at Ramniou Sarat, 
Baile Sarate at Rannicu-:Sarat, 


but only substandard plywoods are allocated for local use. 


be The timber supplied for local furniture £.a of quality six, and cocasionally 
of quality five (sic). Trees are cut for this purpose when only 10-12 — 
years old, instead of 25 ~ 30 years, as was the normal practice. Tha wood 
ig ereen and loses half its weirht when dried.

The purchaser ia 
Comlemn (Selline Oreanization of the hinistry of Inland Trade), which sells 
the set to the public for 17,000 lei, the difference coveine its own profit 
and further taxes.

Repairs are only carried out with the greatest difficulty, as evidenced by the 
following exemples:s 


a. When a siall stegl plate was required for the repair of one of the 
machines, the factory applied to DGAR (Supply and Allocation Deprtment of 
the liinistry of Lirht Industries), This department had no steel, and 
instructed the factory to apply to Bohler-Stahl and Wereinis Stahl Werke 
located at Rue Bursei, Bucharest, a former “eran factory. now taken over 
by the Soviets. The Soviets also had nosteel. The plate was finally 
obtained from the Vulcan factory at Bucharest. 


be The factory was instructed to apply to the Electra cooperabive in Bucharest 
for the repair of two transformers. I+ took six weeke unti the aceperative 
could obtain four metere of oiled. cloth to make the repairs.
